LONGEVITY OF BRAIN-WORKERS, 

Dr. George M. Beard presented a recent paper 
before the American Pubiie Health Asenciatioo 
in whieh he successfully refuted the assertion of 
Thomas Hugbes, M, P., in the “Life of Alfred 
the Great,” that ‘‘The world’s hardést workers 
and noblest benefactors have rarely been long- 
lyed.” .Dr..Beard based his confutation upon 
facts gaiped from trustworthy registration re- 
ports and from the yearly pecrological records, 
and upom these he was sbie to nuiid up an ia- 
vinerble dergons‘ration that braio-workers sre, 
as a rule, longer hyed than muscle-workers, and 
that the greatest and bardest nain-worgers of 
history bare lived longer on an sveraze than 
brain-workers of industry and ability.

Capacity for labor,” and, generaily, they respect 
the laws of bygiene. Io referring to the causes 
of eaceptional longevity °f great br.n-worsers, 
Dr. Bead pronounced them gnite complex, ye 
classed them all under the four followmg gen- 
eral heads: 1. “Great mea usuaily come from 
heaithy, long-lived ancestors. 2. A good cou- 
sutution usually accompanies a good brain, 3% 
Great wen who are permanentiy snoressful have 
correspondingly greater willis than common mend, 
and force of will ise potent element, wm deter- 
mining longevity. 4 Great men work plore 
easily than ordmary men.”

were written and deiivered to the Charch. 
Thus they were the best aod most comnetent 
wite eases to f.truth and fact concein- 
ing the Faith bh of the New Testa- 
ment. 

Kéwards’ *‘ Sabbath Menoa',” published by the 
American Tract Society (p. 118). says: 

As the Aposties were scrte@ited ambassadors of 
Christ, iarpired by Him to make known infallibly His 
will, and establish things according to it in the New 
Testament Church, we have in this the sanction of 
Coriet Himecif, And this , commencing with 
the Apostles, contrnued not only while they lived, but 
after they were dead ; and extended not only to one or 
te» few. bat to all Cbrietian eouc Hence the 
testimony of Ignetius, Dionysine, Theo hilus, Ciem- 
ent, Tertullian, and others whiea we have noticed, 
end ali with 100 years of the death of the Apostle, 
John and some of them living in the days of the Apos- 
tles, who must have known, with infasible certainty, 
whet were their teaching and practice in this matter. 

Jast so. Thev must have known with iofalli- 
ble certainty what was the true Faith and Church 
of the Apostles, and the right underctanding of 
Scripture. . 

Kueobius lived in the third century, wee a man of 
vast reading, and was es well acquainted with the his- 
tory of the Churoh from the — of the Apostles as 
any man of his dsy. Till be was about 4 
ears old, he lived in great intimacy wiih the martyr 

mphilins, a learned and pious nian of C#ssirea, and 
fouuder of a very extensive Ubrary, to which Eusebius 
had constant access. He was a learned end accurate 
historian. and had the aid of the best heips for ac- 
quiring informstion upon ali subjects connecte! with 
the Christien Church. 

Leelie says: ** Eusebine, aman of an integrity 
universally acknowledged. aseures us that he 
drew bis information from the documents of 
antiquity which be found in the library at 
Ormearea.” ‘ 

Your correspondent appears to bave some 
Dew nt by whieh be can determine wha: is 
the Word of God and its Ler interpretation. 
Wilt be communicaie it? Wiil he tell us whetber 
the twelve whole Books and two parte of Books 
contained io the Greek translation, cailed the 
Septuagint, have or bave no* ap autbority equal 
to thet of the unquestioned Hebrew Scriptures ? 

Where were the Faith and the Church itself 
before tae New Testament or sny part of it was 
written ? Did they or not exist? Does XX 
know that befo e any Church possessed ail the 
Books now kpown conjoiotivy under the name of 
the New Testament, three ceotories bad trans- 
pired ? One Church bad one of the Four Gos- 
peis ; another, a letiet writen to it by one of the 
Avosties ; a third, the Acia of the Apostics. 
But was there no common Faith and no estab- 
lined Church? Does AX not know tnvat 
the:e were very mavy other books in circulat.on 
pretending to equal suthority,—some of them 
good booss and making the Br feel well in 
reading them? Does not X kvow that 
some individual churches also actually received 
them os divieely inepired Scriptures, other 
chorches rejecting thea? Now, if the Canon 
uf the New [Testament had. been settied accord- 
ing to XX’s view, there would have been 
schisms on the Bible, and there would have been 
as many Bibles as there are sects, and eveniually 
no Bible at all. No. Individual men and 
individual Churches worked to sa higher 
autbority. Christ bad promised to His Church 
aaa whole—not toa part of it, not to XX and 
Moo4y and Sankey, but to tne wholeo—that tne 
gates of hell shou!d not prevail inst it. These 
wise people, therefore, submitted the books re- 
ceived among them to tue decision of the whole 
Corurch. Those books which had always, every- 
where, and by ali Churches, been received, must 
be true Scripiures. Hence our sixth ariicle: 
‘In the name of Holy Seriptare we do uander- 
stand these boooks of the Old and New Testa- 
ments, of whose auibority waa never any doubt 
in the Church.” 

Now, Mr. XX, you receive the same Bible that 
I do. I receive it on the anthority of 
the whole Church Catholic. Why do you 
receive it? Surely not on the authority 
of your feelings or your owa individual judg- 
ment. Haye you ever examined the origipal au- 
thoriies for and against ube authenticity aod 
canonicity of one book out of the woole sixty- 
six incladed im the Scriptures you receive 
as the Werd of Gd? Why, then, do 
you receive the Bible? Lt is wet on 
accoust of your private judament, for you never 
exercised if in this case, bat on the ausbority of 
the Methodist Church, Did the Methodist 
Church ever exercise her Judgment in this mat- 
ter? Notabit of it. She took the Bible, ver- 
batim et’ Hiteratim, from the standards of the 
Uhurch of England. Aad the Churet of Eng- 
land giadly and thankfully proclaims that it was 
setifed for her, awesago, by the judicial de- 
cision of Chiist’s Charch tie. 

So of the correctness of the text copies of the 
Sonpture hayimg bee» multiplied by write 
only, tillthe sixteeoth ceniury.

TAXING CHURCH PROPERTY. 
WHY IT SHOULD NOT BE DONE. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Locansport, Ind., Dec. 14.—Much has been 
written of late on the subject of taxing church 
property. Alli have seep, however, has been 
in favor of it, so I would like to presen: the 
other sido of thé question. It seems strange that 
the strongest aivocates of oar public-school 
system—of which J am ove—should, in so many 
cases, be so inconsistent as to desire the taxation 
of church property. Three school baildings 
pave beep erected im this city in the last two 
years, ope with beating epparatus, woo fence, 
eve., I presume coeting vot less than $70,000, 
while a whole square in the beat part of the city, 
worth tot jess than $25,000, ie taken up for 
grounds, Anotber building bas been remodeled 
to bring tt up to the latest style. Many persons 
are taxed directly for these buildings, for 
teache:s’ salaries, etc., and indirectly by the 
property escaping taxation, who beve no chil- 
dren to educate. More than this, non-residents 
—dome living in other States—beip pay for 
these thiu ig 

Now, ae of tboue who say this is all right de- 
sire churca property to be taxed when they are 
pot taxed directly for the support of religion, 
and ovly indirectly a very small emoant. lhe 
evormous tax for showy buildings, etc., is de- 
fended on the ground thac public schools are & 
public blessi This is ali true, bus { don’t see 
bow aay one who has aby property to tax, Woo 
bas apy interest iv a community, could say that 
clurobes are not a public bene or be willing 
to nave them closei. Chaiches ss well as our 
schools have made this country what itis, Wie 
men ip ali ages bave beld that religion was abso- 
lutely pecessary to ube well-being of the Biace. 
Tbe morality of son-professors comes irom re- 
hgion, though it does not get the eredit of it. 

We sre told by one of onr local papers, ** Let 
these who waut five churches pay for the priv- 
lege.” There are some who might reply with 
equal justice, ‘* Let those who want their caiidcen 
edacated pay for xt.” The churches, with be ex- 
ception of those which have © sar preachers, are 
practicaliy free,—i.e., those wno are thew hberal 
supporters are glad to welcome strangers. The 
star preacher wll attract many who care only fur 
fine sermons, aod the poor are excluded as they 
are from pay schools, These churepes like 
Beecher’s are made ap of man-worshipers, aod 
though most of them may believe iv God, aod 
Beecher, it is a question whetber some of them 
believe there 18 a God and future ponwtment.

PROVISIONS, 

HOG PRODUCTS—Were quiet, with only small 
changes in prices, and very steady throughout, the 
general tone being firm. The receipts of hogs were 
much smaller than on Thursday, which resulted in an 
advance, apd that tended to strengthen prodact. 
Packers did not offer their property very freely; stat- 
ing that the prices of the pre.eding day wou.d not pay 
the cost of manufacture, while buyers were slow to 
pay an advance, though there was a fair demand at 
previous quvtsiions, For this reason the market 
dragged, especially on the speculative articies, and the 
aggregate sales of the day were unusually small. 
Packers seemed to te no more certain than heretofore 
in regard to the prospect for the hog supply. Several 
discussions ocourred, but nope resulted in a conclu- 
sion, even as to the provability. The bigger receipts of 
Thursday led many to think that the nobie army of ad- 
vancing swine had passed the Rubicon, but we les- 
ened Ggures of yesterday did not warrant the conclu- 
sion, It is, however, probable that the advent of 
colder weather will bring them forward more rapidly 
than in the yast, Thestate of the country roads has 
not been favorable to driving hitherto, 

Muss Pona—Was rather quiet, though there was a

How the Law's Terrible Maj-

THREE NECROES HUNG, 
RLLIGIOUS PREPARATION, 
Sveciai drepatca to The Chicace Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 17.—Several thousand people 
were gathered about the Tombs this morning 
before 8 o’clock, eager to gain admission to the 
scene of the hanging of the three negroes who 
wurdered the Jew peddier Weisenberg for the 
few dollars he had on his person. The police 
bad to clear the streets several times during the 
morning, The invited guests of the Sheriff, to 
tbe wpumber of 300 of more, waited in 
the mud and the coll, damp morning 
for an hour before the doors were opened 


| for their admissi n. Not less than fifty persons, 


including reporters and fnends of the condempn- 


| od, remained in tbe prison all night, in order to 
| waten the last hours of the doomed men, and 


attended mass and otber religious services with 
them. Weston and Thompeon were Carbolics, 
and masées were chanted for them during the 
vigbt in the chapel of the prison. Ellis was a 
Methodist, aod religious services for him were 
held in tae long corridor of the jail, the Deputy 
Sheriffs aud reporters only being in attendance. 
THE EXECUTION, 
as far as Weston and Thompson were concerned, 
was ip no degree remarkable, Both bore them- 
selves bravely. Weston was an intellizent-look- 
ing mulatto, and Thompson quite an intelligert 
negro. and both concealed what fears they had 
of death to the last. The necks of neither were 
broken, They died of strangulation, but very 
quickly, After three minutes, Weston’s pulse 
beat at 45 only; at the end of four minutes the 
pulsations were only 15; at five minutes, 12; 
at six minutes the paise fluttered to 32, and in 


a quarter of a minute More..ceased to beat.. 


Thompson's pulse, aiter three minutes, stood ar 
21: four minutes, 19; five minutes, 16; at six 
minates it was imperceptable; and in seven 
minutes he was dead. 

TEBRIDLE. 

But the death of Ellis was a most horrible 
exhibition. He was a most repulsive-looking 
scoundre!, with less of human than brutal io- 
stincts, and he showed his fear from the start. 
He had obtamed from the keeper of the prison 
some cream, but, instead of drinking it, he 
greased his neck, with the idea probably that it 
would make the rope slip more readily, and erd 
his sufferings more quickly. When brought 
to the scaffold the noose was proper- 
ly adjusted, with the knot under his 
meht ear; but as tbe Sheriff began 
bis work of pulling the black cap about their 
faces and fastening the nooses to the rope 
above Weston and Thompson, the sight of this 
work and the clicking of the iron clasps made 
Ellis nervous. He trembled from head to foot, 
and, after the cap was drawa down and the drop 
adjusted, he suddenly tarved his head tu the 
left with a quick nervous movement. Thie 
biought the kaot of the rope, which slipped on 
bis greased neck, directly under his chin, 
and before it could be nine Ewe the hangman 
had cut the rope, the heavy 1,000-pound 
weight fell, and the three bodies were jerked 
simultaneously into the air, Ellis’ neck was aot 
broken, nor did the rope press upon his throat. 
He was suspended by the beck of the neck. He 
immediately began violently to struggle. In do- 
ing 80 his feet became loosened from their pin- 
ions, and, in kicking adout, he struck the wal! 
nith bis foot. This caused bis bocyto sway 
back and to:th in the direction of the others. 
The crowd was then borified to see the man 
throw his legs around the shoulders 
of Thompson and clasp him  tightiy 
ip 8 desperate embrace. He then 
lifted himself by his logs, and by the rope, which 
etill touched only the back of his neck, until be 
was on a level with Thompson’s head and 5 fees 
from the ground, lying as it were in the air. 
Then, by a superhuman effort, he got his right 
hand tothe rope, and raised bis head by this 
mneans not less thao 6 inches. Of course, this 
gave him relief, and be cried out in a load tone, 
“Save me! save me!” in despairing accents. [t 
is a strange fact that this was the dying appeal 
of his victim, whose tb:oat Elis had insisted on 
cutting afier he was dead. 

DEATH AT LAST. 

Iv lifting himse'f in this way, and while thus 
strugglivg, the poose, singularly enough, was 
readjus.ed until the knot was again under his 
ear. When, toerefore, the swaying motion of 
bis body broke asunder the grip of bis legs.about 
Taompson’s bedy, and his band was no longer 
abie to maintain ita grip on the rope, be fell sud- 
denly about 6 inches, with the noose in its proper 
position. His struggles afverward were only the 
nervous twitching natural under the circum 
stances, but the pulsations of his heart showed 
that he wasunder the wildest nervous excitement. 
At the end of four minutes it beat at 72; in tive 
minutes it 8 ood 48; at six minutesit pounded 
to 31°; at seveu m.nutes it was 5); at eight min- 
utes i. was 66; at nine it was scareely percepti- 
bie, and in ten minutes he was dead.

After the arrival of Sheriff Conner at the 
prison, there was not much delay. Tbe men 
were pinioned, as usual, ia their cells, and at

Weston walked first. followed by Thomps 
each suvported by a Catholic priest; Ellis, who 
brought up the rear, was attended by four cler- 
gymen of different denominations. As tnev 
scood on the scaffold, the attendant clergymen 
whispered a few last words in their ears, and the 
Sheriff's assistants fastened the roves. No time 
was lost, for at 10:25 o'clock Sheriff Cooner gave 
the sigual, the weights sere let go, and the 
bodies of the three murderers were lifted into 
the air. 

A MOST HORRIBLE SCEXE 
then occurred. Weston diel easily, no motion 
of his trame being perceptibie, except a brief 
suudder, avd an occasional contraction of his 
legs. Thompson appareotly suffered more, His 
body shivered from head to foot, bis breast 
beaved, and he raised his arms three severe! 
times, working his fingers convulsively. But 
the modo of Ellis’ death was the cruelest of all. 
At the last moment, after the novse 
bad been adjusted, he suddenly turned 
bis head and disarranged the position 
of the knot. Before it con'd be readjusted, 
the signal was given, and the weight fell. The 
knot slipped and became fixed beneath his chin. 
Fie began to writhe terribly, and placing his 
feet against the boards at the sido of the 
scaffvid, he attempted to raise himself and re- 
lieve the strain upon his neck. He then swang 
around, and convulsively seized Thompsop, who 
was banging next to him, and again endeavored 
to raise himself. He even succeeded iu twice 
clasuing bis legs around Thompson's waist, and 
by thua easiug bis neck, was enabled to breathe 
more freely and to prolong his agony. 

HE EVEN *£IZED THE ROPE, 
just above the knot, his arms having been faet- 
ened too loosely, and as he did so his handker- 
chief, which was in his band when he was swung 
into the air, fell over bis shoulder. He was 
heard to cry aloud ‘* Save me,” and his breath 
was plainly discernible as i: issued beneath the 
black cap that covered bis face. Scrong men 
turned away, pale and trembling, from the eick- 
ening spectacie, aod there sere murmars of 
“ Take him down,” and * Cut the rope ;” but, 
fortucately, there was no need of a double exe- 
cotiop. Io his struggles he again shifted the 
knot, and the noose suddenly -iosed around his 
windpipe, and he was strangled to death.

AT HERMANN, MO. 
HENRY HALLENSCHEIT. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chcace /ribune. 
Hramany, Gascooade County, Mo., Dec. 17.— 

Hevry Halienscheit was hung bere to-day for the 
murder of the German, Christ Albawd,on the 
17th of June last. The death-eevnteoce of his 
wife Anna was commuted by the Governor, 
Wedvesday, to imprisonment for life. The 
Hallenscheits were Germans,—the man being 58 
years of age,and the woman 60. They have 
been conofived five montbs in the County Jail a: 
Hermann, aod received their sentence at the 
November term of the Gasconade Circuit Court. 


Both the culprits were 
IGNORANT AND BRUTAL, 

as their crime and its history indicate ; and, 
since their sentence, have manifested littie 
concern as to their fate. They were 
idethodists, put bave refused to receive spiritaal 
cousolation from the clergy for the past three 
weeks. Filavnigao and Belch, of Jefferson City. 
their attorneys, made every effort to have their 
sentence commuted to imprisonment for life, 
but Gov. Hardin refused to interfere in the case 
of the man, who, being informed that there was 
little or vo hope for bim, bas been spparently 
reconciled or indifferent. 

The Hermann Jail is on a considerable emi- 
nence, the scaffold having been erected at a 
point on the jail yard hill overooking the 
southern and largest portion of the town. Sher- 
iff Bergner had al! the arrangements complete 
last night. Yesterday a Tarpuns reporter, in

[latlenechbeit was sitting by his ceil-window, 
reading a Bible, while his wife was knitting. 
Tois bas been her constant occupation since the 
day of the sentence. She iz rather low in stat- 
ure, was neatly dressed, with her rather pro- 
fuse gray hair smoothly brushed and tied in a 
plain roll behind. She gave her visitors an in- 
quiring, half-startled look, and, but for 
the solicitation of Sheriff Bergner, would 
have retired to her cell, which open- 
ed from the corridor. There was nothing 
in her countenance that suggested her capable 
of the crime she bad instigated and helped com- 
mit. Sbe spoke ovly when questioned, and was 
pot disposed to be communicative. She said she 
bad been prepared for ber death, was sorry for 
all that was past, and hoped be forgiven. Hal- 
lenscheit sat silent by the cell-window while the 
officer spoke in German to his wife, and did not 
look at the others in the room. He isa iow, 
wiry, old man, with a lowering brow, anda face 
iodicating savage brutality. He nodded to his 
visitors, but would hoid no conversation. When 
the reporter had passed out, he louked back 
through the grates, and saw that the woman bad 
resumed her knitting and the man his reading, 
calm and apparently untroabled, with nothing 
but the strong bare aod walis to suggest their 
fearful doom. 
THE CRIME 
for which Hallenscheit was hung to-day was the 
most brutal ever perpetrated in this State, Hal- 
lenecheit, his wife Anna. aud os Wil- 
belmina, were all three implicated in the murder. 
The daughter, who was the wife of the mur- 
dered man, was tried at a special term of court 
before Judge Seay, last July, and sentenced to 
the Penitentiary for thirteen years. She died 
in prison two months ago. The testimony in 
her case revealed the guilt of her parents, and 
rendered their trialin November (be most in- 
teresting aud exciting ever held in Gasconade 
ounty. 
; The Hallenscheits were farmers. The husband 
and wife came to Gasconade Coanty twenty-four 
vears ago from Altepach, Prussia. 
CHRIST ALBAWD, THE VICTIM, 
wns also a German, and had been io this country 
about ten years. Little is known of bis previ- 
ous history, except that, before his advent in 
the Hallenscheit neighborhood, be bad been 
tramping, and, atthe time he formed the ac- 
quaintance, be was strolling through the conntrv 
without anv definite object. He was about 28 
ears of age. 
4 The Hallevecheit farm, at which the mé@pder 
was committed, # 20 miles south of Hermann, 
the county-seat of Gasconade County. 
The neighborhood is sparsely settled, and 
the farm so poor that it barely afforded the fam- 
ilv a wing. Drake Post Office is 3 miles dis- 
tant. Albawd lived atthe farm with old mao 
Hallensebeit, and, in about three months af.er 
taking up his residence with the family, 
MABRIED WILHELMINA, 
the only daughter then living. _Hallenscheit 
was ex:remely miserly in his disposition

aroused. Whi'e in the house, he had seen some 
of Albawd's clothes banging up, and at once 
doubted Hallenscheit’s story. His doubts and 
s.ispicions were confirmed by the fact tha: Al- 
bawd bad money owing to him, aod haa 
taken «6nove of his few effects, nor 
even his clothing, with him. The farmer 
went to the. village, and told of the 
strange story the old man bad given ont, at the 
same t'me expressing his fears that Albawd had 
been foully dealt with. The neighbors he com- 
manicated with came to the sime conclusion, 
and, ov the strength of their suspicions, Justice 
iagued a warrant for Hallenseboit’s ar- 

. Coastable Robinson immediately proceed- 
ed with a emali posse to the tarm to make the 
arrest, where they arrived about 3 o'clock in the 
morning. Hallenscheit was called from his bed, 
and, before he was aware of the purpose of bis 
visitors stepped cut on the porch, 

WHERE HE WAS AURESTED. 

The officer cid not aliow him to go back into the 
bouse for his clothes, which were thrown 
to bim from the window, and the 
party retarned to the village with their prisoner. 
At the time of the arrest be was asked if be un- 
derstood the readingof the warrant, and for 
what he was srreated. He replied sullenly that 
he did; that he knew all about it; but he re- 
fused to ex: lain the disappearance of his sou-in- 
law, or throw actly light on the matter. 

While his captors were satisfied that Hellen- 
scbeit knew moreof the whertsbouts of the 
mis=ip¢ man than he would tell, sod chat a bom- 
icide, if not a murder, had been committed, they 
had no evidence to hold him or justify bis 
commitment to the County Jail at Hermann. 
Haillenscaeit was, therefore, beld im the vil- 
lage while three men, Charles and Henry 
Walking,‘and Dr. Suess, of Drake, returned to 
the farm the next day to work up the case and 
ascertain, if possible, the fate of Albawd, whom 
they believed that Hallenscheit had killed. They 
succeeded better thanthey hoped. When they 
arrived at the farm, Mrs. Hallenscheit mani- 
fested great anxiety as to the safety of her bus- 
band. asking the party if they peuld kit! bim at 
Drake. She was told he would not be hurt if 
she would tell them were Albawd was. She re 
plied that Albawd and Hallenscheit 

HAD HAD A FIGHT 
at the grindstone ono eveniag, and that Albawd 
had run away and did pot return. The 
daughter was questioned, but denied knowing 
anything about the fight, saying she was a mile 
away ou the farm when it occurred. When told 
that the farm was not balf-a-mile across in any 
direction, she admitted she had seen them fight- 
ing, but did not know where Albawd went. 
‘*Hallenscheit has kilied him,” said Dr. Suess, 
“and we want to know what he did with the 
body.” A slight pallor passed over the faces of 
the two women at this, and they mutely shook 
their heads in denial. After further question- 
ing. the mother turned to her daugbter and 
said: ** Wilhelmina, this will come out, and we 
had bet:er tell the men all aboutit.” Where- 
upon she confessed that 
HER HUSBAND HAD KILLED ALBAWD 

the morning after the fight, in the garret of the 
house. When asked toshow where the body 
was, she at first refused, ba: suffered herself to 
ve led in a direction sbe bad indicated with her 
hand; aod, when about 80 yards from the house, 
pointed to a small bruah-pile by a branch: 
Upon removing the brush and a few inches of 
eaith. s human body, slightly decomposed, was 
discovered, which tbe daugbter sa.d was that of 
Albawd, her busband. The body was naked, 
with the exception of a torn and bloodv snirt; 
aud the interment had been so imperfect that 
the knees were exposed auda portion of the 
trunk had been eaten by dogs. 

It was not yet suspected that the two women 
had assisted atthe crime; but, at the inquess, 
when her statement was taken, the wife told a 
story of the killing which showed that she and 
ber motber were, if possible, 

EVEN MORE CALLOUS AND BRUTAL 
than Hallevscheit had bee n. 

Her statement at the inquest and at ber trial 
was that, afcer the fight between the two men at 
the grindstone on the evening of the 16th June, 
of they bad quieted down. aod the family retired 
for the night. The house is a story-and-a-balf 
log house, and both men and thew wives slept 
in one room below,—the haif-story being used 
ae a store-room or loft. In it, however, there 
was a jounce taat wae not used. lathe morning. 
Aibawa got up some time before daylight, and 
before the others were awake, and, takiog some 
calico he bad purehased for bis wife the day be- 
fore, and some of her clothing, went up into the 
loft and lay down upou teem on the 
Shortly before daylight, the rest of the family 
got up, and Hallenscheit went to the barn to 
feed. -In a few moments his wife cailed him 
back,—eaying that Chris. was lying on Wil- 
belmina’s things up stairs, and would not 
give them to her. The old man muttered 
something, and, without waiting a momeut, 
started hastily up. Here, just as daylight was 
breading, 

THE FEARFUL STRUGGLE 
ensued that ended in the marder of Albawd. The 
women were soon atiracted tothe spot by the 
noise of the fight. When thev reached the bead 
of the ste; s, they saw the two men engaged in a 
desperate fight,—Albawd lying on his back on 
the lounge, trying to hold tne old man off by the 
throat and cheek, while the latter was stiiking 
with bis fists. “When Hallenscheit saw his wife 
and daughter, he motioned to them for help. 
The women sprang to big assistance, and, 
seizing the doomed man’s wrists, held bis 
arms back over his head, while the old man, 
with the turv of a demon, began beating him in 
the face. Wilhelmina said ber husband begged 
for mercy while ber father was raining the blows 
upon her face, bat that he continued to beat him 
until be was sepselees and had ceased to struy- 
gie. Hallenecheit then told her to hand bim 
aclab that stood against the chimoey in the 
loft. While she was looking forit in the dim 
light of aed ew Albawd partially raised, and 
again begged piteously for his life,—bis motber- 
in-law meanwhile holding his hands back over 
the head of the lounge. The old man paid no 
attention to bis appeals, but struck him 
A FEARFUL BLOW IN THE FACE 

with the club. Albawd sank back, and Hallen- 
scheit continued to beat him until life was ex- 
tinct. The two women and the old man then 
dragged the body from the lounge to a emall 
window in one end of the loft, and, taking 1 up, 
threw it ont upon a pile of stones. It was by 
this time ligat enough for any one on the farm 
or passing to pave seen them toss the body ont 
of the window. Hallenscheit then went down 
stairs and wheeled the body to the branch, and 
with an old shovel, and the brush that was at 
at band, buried it where it was found. 

From thie time up to bis arrest no efforts were 
made to bide the traile of their crime. The 
daughter eaid thatthe floor of the ga:ret was 
80 slippery with blood that they could not help 
getting iton their shoes forsome time after- 
ward; and the stains were thick upon the win- 


‘dow. and on tne logs at the endof the house, 


when the officers visited the scene, four davs 
afterward. The murdered man’s clothes, even, 
were not taken down from where they were 
banging, and for four days the Hallenscheits

How different was all this from the sys- 
tem of to-day! At that. time we were engaged 
in an honérable business, and could eal! our- 
selves merchants. Howisit tow? But gradu- 
aliv the busiaess began to change—first by sei!- 
ing to arrive, then by trading in options. Mean- 
while the elevaters commenced to issue ware- 
housé receipts for grain, new ryu'es of the Board 
were adopsred_or.oald ones amended, until now we 
bave the most perfect machinery which human 
ingenuity can deyise to speculate and buoko one 
avother—and rarticilariv the- unsophisticated 
countryman—out his of money, in what is called 
option tracing, 

Te cap the whole, the Board have thie season 
enacted wiiat they call rules to prevent ‘‘cor- 
ners,” which makes it perfectiy safe for our dis- 
interested fmenuds en the Board to sell short 
to auy extent, and thus depreciate the 
yalue of the ertire crop of the West. 
on the price of which the real 
prenpe tity of the whole country depends. 

weaty years ago.the Board of J ade consisted 
of seventy-five to 100 members: vow 
wé have a membership of over 1,600, Tat the 
“ short aide ” a8 the ** winning side” bas become 
a proverb on tbe Board. Almost every new 
member takes that side, and promptly commern- 
cea seiling short, end begins at once to baw! 
about the “‘Uumense amount, io sight,” ‘enor 
mous. receipts,” ‘tremendous growing crops,’ 
“ never aynthing like it before, ”—the prevailing 
sehtiment, or avleast the noise is ali that way. 
The newspaper reporters, who say it is not for 
theni 10 express any Opinion, but simply report 
the prevailing sentiment of the membeis of the 
Board, acting on that theory (which | believe 
to be « mistaken one), at once take 

uo the same mad-dog cry, and throuch the 
papers these exaggerated reports are spread al! 
over the coustry, New. York ana the East read 
these reporte, aad prices at once decline there. 
Liverpoo! bears of the enormous crops and ac- 
cumnulations in America, and, of course, prices 
deciice there also, Our digipterested and phil- 
antbropic short-seller bas broken the market, 
base made money, bot has he not done it at the 
expense of the real good of the country at iarge, 
and by a process set. least questiouadioc in its 
character 7? 

Woutd it not prométe the real interest of the 
whole Northwest if our Board would at cance 
abolish all its foolish. and mischievous rules 
which it bas recently enacted to prévent corners, 
and try to eheck this reekiess short selling of 
millions of bashels of gum per week (I may al- 
most.cay daiix) by irresponsible parties, who 
mike such sales without any expectation or in- 
tention of ever delivering any «rein, and the 
sure effect is simply to break the market and de- 
peeriais the value of the principal farm pro- 

ducts of the countty? Is not this matter well 
worth atteotonof all well-wishers of Chicego 
and of the.

of an incumbranvce of $20,000 on said 
bouses, which was obtained for the purpose 
of building them. The frieads of the ote a 
bave been very kina the past year, aud it has 
been able to ay all expensés, with the small 
balance above mentioned remaining to com- 
mence the new year with, sad it is hoped that 
future iniended donations to the institution wall 
not be curtailed under the impression tliat it is 
self-sustaieing, which is far from ite true cou- 
ditiom, as it dependsupon donations from. the 
benevolent for the payment of more than two- 
tuirds of its expenses. } PrEenog,

Louis whisky thieves, has been duly an- 
nounced in our dispatches. The fact is an 
added proof of the maliciousness of the lies 
circulated by the New York Herald and its 
ilk about the President’s action in regard to 
the St. Louis cases. Gen. Grant could 
readily have prevented Dyzr’s confirmation, 
if he had given a hint that he desired it. By 
doing so, he would have taken away the 
mainstay of the prosecution, for it is Dyn 
who collects the evidence, plans the cases, 
and does the work,—the other lawyers mere- 
ly supply the eloquence. If Dyzr had not 
been confirmed and a successor had been ap- 
pointed, the latter, no matter how capable

THE CONFEDERATE RAID ON CONGRESS. 
It is all very well for Senator Merron, of 


North Carolina, to explain that he didn't 


mean his bill to pension Confederate soldiers, 
bnt only to reconfer the pensions of the War 
of 1812 and the Mexican War upon those who 
forfeited them by becoming Rebels and trying 
to destroy the Government. It is entirely 
likely that Senator Merrowon is correct in 
this technical explanation, but we do not see 
that he has bettered his case very materially 
by making it. He now explains that, in his 
opinion, the highest crime known to the Gov- 
ernment—treason—should be no bar to the 
favors of the Government. He means that a 
soldier who deserts the flag he has fought un- 
der, forswears his allegiance, and joins a 
band of traitors, should be purged of his 
treason at the very first opportunity and re- 
admitted to all the favors and pensions he 
previously possessed on an equality with 
those who remained true and faithful to their 
country. Placed under this light, we do not 
see that Mr. Menrimon’s explanation is any 
more creditable than the proposition as it 
was originally construed. 

. Mr. Merrnrwon, Democrat, in the Senate, 
is backed up by Mr. Vancz, Democrat, from 
the same State, in the House, who does not 
place any limitation upon the privileges 
which he desires to open up to the ex-Con- 
federates. He has proposed a bill to repeal 
all the statutes which prohibit payments to 
Rebels and Rebel aiders and abettors. Thatis, 
he wants not merely the old pensions restored 
to those who forfeited them by treason, but 
he wants the Government to pay for the tak- 
ing of a census in the South in 1860, all value 
of which to the Government was destroyed 
by the Rebellion ; he desires also that the 
Rebel Postmasters shall be reimbursed for the 
stamps they had on hand when they went in- 
to the Rebel army ; he also desires that all 
bar shall be removed from former Rebels for 
losses or alleged losses of any nature whatev- 
er. Having made this much progress, the 
next step would be to pay the ex-Rebels the 
value of their emancipated slaves and the 
losses of the Confederate debt. 

Messrs. Merrnrmon and Vance, Democrats. 
do not stand alone. Mr. Coox, Democrat, of 
Georgia, sustains the North Carolina Demo- 
cratic gentlemen with a bil! to refund the 
cotton-tax out of the pockets of the Northern 
tax-payers, and to authorize the payment for 
all cotton seized by the United States after 
May 29, 1865. Thus; within the first few 
days of the session, and before Congress has 
gotinto fair working condition, bills have 
been introduced covering all the efforts which 
Tue Trrscnz predicted would be made by the 
Democratic Congress to open the vaults of 
the United States Treasury to the ex-Confed- 
erates, and to put upon the loyal North the 
losses incurred by tifé rebel South on account 
of its own folly and wickedness. In the cot- 
ton tax, the South contributed a small pro- 
portion of the cost of the war, insignificant 
as compared to the special tax borne 
at the North for the same purpose. But 
the Southern representatives, 1t seems, desire 
that even this much shall be refunded out of 
the pockets of the Northern people, and that 
the Southern people shall suffer in no re- 
spect for their effort to destroy the Govgrn- 
ment and dismember the American Union, 
but receive its bounty in an even greater de- 
gree than the Northern people, who fought 
for it and preserved it. In view of the efforts 
we have noted, it will scarcely be denied that 
the people of this country are to be congratu- 
lated upon a Republican Senate, and the 
check which it may hold upon the Democratic 
majority in the House.

Britain, the price of tea at the seaboard was 
$28 to $31 per pecul of 133} pounds in 1872, 
when we taxed the imports; in 1874, when 
we did not, the price was $40 to $42. This 
was owing to the new export-duty which 
we have been . This duty 
would in all probability be repealed if we 
re-enacted our tax on tea. But even if it 
were not, the individual citizen would pay 
but a bagatelle more than he does now. The 
average consumption of tea and coffee, per 
capita, is 14 pounds of the former and 4} of 
the latter per year. A tax of 16 cents on tea 
and 6 cents on coffee would therefore oblige 
the average American to pay only 60 cents a 
year. The Government would get $26,400,- 
000, less the trifling cost of collection, and 
Congress would therefore remit some high- 
tariff taxes on clothing and other necessaries 
of life, which, while yielding only this 
amount to the Treasury, mulct the people 
four or five times as much by obliging them 
to pay tribute to domestic manufacturing 
establishments as well as to the Government. 
The figures we have given for the two taxes 
may not be the best possible; but they serve 
to show what can be done by any duty upon 
coffee and tea. 


SET WASHBURN AT ’EM. 

Mr. Ivoauus of Kansas wants the pension 
frauds investigated. He very properly wishes 
the hundreds of mythical widows, the multi- 
tude of miraculous minors who persist in 
staying minors forever, and the thousands of 
shadowy soldiers who exist only on the pen- 
sion-rolis, and so enable rascally claim-agents 
to exist and fatten onthe tax-payers, to be 
dropped from the bounteous hand of Uncle 
Sam. The intention of Ineatus of Kansas is 
good. The plan proposed by him exhibits 
zeal without knowledge. His bill authorizes 
the Secretary of the Interior to appoint forty 
Special Agents (N. B. Joyce, late of St. Louis, 
now of the Missouri Penitentiary, was a 
Special Agent), who are to lurk around 
under the direction of the Commissioner 
of Pensions and unearth frauds. The 
pay for lurking is pretty good,—traveling 
expenses and $4 a day for subsistence, 
and $1,600 a year for profit. Judged by 
some of the recent Whisky-Ring disclosures, 
the business of the average “ Special Agent ” 
would be bighly remunerated at this rate. 
His functions can be summarized somewhat 
as follows: When detailed to visit ‘a certain 
city, he, or somebody else for him, telegraphs 
the suspected parties from Washington that 
he is going to *‘ investigate” them, and will 
arrive on such a day. The “suspects” at 
once raise some money. He registers him- 
self at the principal hotel as ** Joun Sanrs, 
Special Agent of the United States for the 
Detection of Frauds upon the Pen- 
sions.” This naturally greatly enhances 
his own importance. The fact that it 
prevents his finding out anything by 
notifying all the rogues of the object of his 
visit is of course a minor matter. They have 
generally been notified already, at any rate. 
The Special Agent sees the suspects; the 
latter ‘‘see” him. He goes back and reports 
everything all right. Probably he makes a 
“scapegoat” of some one who has no 
friends. The real rascals continue their 
frauds. They are richer; he is richer; no- 
body but Uncle Sam is poorer. But facts 
such as these do not daunt Incauts of Kan- 
sas. Not satisfied with a fresh batch of 
‘* forty ” Special Agents—who would not un- 
likely turn out to be forty thieves—he pro- 
poses to authorize the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions to detail any number of his clerks to 
serve as Specials and receive the pay and 
allowances already enumerated.

Let him choose a 
dozen men,—he knows where to find the best 
men for the purpose,—and detail them to in- 
vestigate, under his direction, the alleged 
frands. Then the claim agents who are 
now playing the part of Proteus, and draw- 
ing pensions as sick or crippled soldiers, as 
blind soldiers, as the widows of soldiers, as 
the minor children of soldiers, will be caught 
and snared sooner and better than 4,000 
Special Agents and the whole lot of clerks in 
the Pension Bureau can do the job together, 
in the way proposed by Incatzs of Kansas. 


THE TUTTON LETTER. 

One after another the malicious slanders 
against the President, concocted partisan 
purposes by his enemies, are nailed to the 
counter. Yesterday two of these slanders 
were completely exploded. The first was the 
senseless fabrication originated in the New 
York Herald office that the President com- 
pelled Secretary Bristow to agree to Hen- 
pEerson’s dismissal. This scandal is ended by 
the flat denial both by the President and the 
Secretary. The second was the charge that 
the President had interfered at the instance 
of Gen. Bascocx in behalf of the St. Louis 
Whisky Ring by revoking the order of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, issued in January 
last, transferring Supervisors. Upon this 
point, Mr. Turron, the Supervisor in ques- 
tion whose transfer is said to have been re- 
voked, has written a plain, straightforward 
letter, printed in the last issue of Tux Tarr- 
unE, which completely sets this slander at 
rest. Briefly, Mr. Turron says that in Jan- 
uary, 1874, he received a letter from Com- 
missioner Dovowass transferring him to the 
St. Louis District. As the transfer was only 
for a short time and it would seriously incon- 
venience Mr. Turron’s domestic arrange 
ments, he went directly to Secretary 
Bristow and represented to him he 
would be unable to take the St. Louis 
District, at the same time suggesting Special- 
Agent Brooxs for the place. The Secretary 
suggested that he should see the President. 
He waited upon Gen. Basoocx, who had 
nothing more to do with the matter than to 
send Mr. Turron’s card to the President, and 
was not present at the interview. During 
that interview, Mr. Turron presented his 
objections to taking the St. Louis District in 
such a manner as to convince the President 
that it would be unwise to make the transfer,

| » Mr. Turron’s letter bears both internal and 


external evidence of being a frank, honest 
statement of facts, and is certainly entitled 
to credit, especially as against the malicious 
rumors set afloat by the political enemies of 
the President. It shows conclusively that 
Gen. Bancock did not interfere in the 
case, “nor go to the President about | 
the matter, nor have anything to do 
with it. It shows that the first in- 
timation the President had of the Tvr- 


arrived at his decision through the force of 


Mr. Turvon’s arguments, so that, even if 
there were any pressure upon him after- 
wards, it was superfluous. More important 
than all this, it shows the falsity of Mr. Hxn- 
DERSON’s accusations against both the Presi- 
dent and Gen. Banoocx, and utterly sweeps 
away his charges that the President used im- 
proper influence with regard to the proposed 
transfer. Indirectly, other and more impor- 
tant facts now appear in the light which this 
letter throws upon the situation. It appears 
that the President, instead of interfering in 
behalf of the Whisky Ring, pursued a policy 
which eventually resulted in crushing 1t. 
Had he consented tothe transfer and’ made 
the change at the time Commissioner Dove- 
Lass wished, the detectives who went to 
St. Louis would never have exploded their 
mine with the success which has already at- 
tended that operation. If ‘he change had 
been made, the Whisky Ring would have 
been put on its guard in time to have de- 
stroyed the evidence, and to have hedged it- 
self in such a manner that conviction would 
have been well nigh impossible, Mr. Tur- 
Ton’s letter, therefore, answers » double pur- 
pose,—first, in showing the groundlessness of 
Mr. Hunpxrson’s charges against the Presi- 
dent and the injustice of his accusations 
against Gen. Bascoca; and second, that the 
President’s action was wise and prudent, 
since, if the transfer had been made as was 
originally agreed upon, the eflicient net 
would have made an empty haul. If Turrow 
had gone to the St. Louis District, the crooked 
distillers would have taken the alarm at once 
and covered up their frauds. He did not go, 
but in his place the detectives who caught the 
guilty parties in the act of defrauding the 
revenue, and secured the evidence which they 
had not time to conceal or destroy. It is not 
likely, however, that even such disclosures 
as these will stop the President's ene- 
mies in their persistent and malicious 
work of defamation. It is easy to invent 
scandalous rumors and set them afloat, but it 
will only require sufficient time for the facts 
to be known and they will fall to the ground 
as harmless as the false charges made by Mr. 
Hzxprrson, who has only himself to blame 
for the pitiful plight in which he is placed 
by the Turron letter. 


THE MOSEL MURDERER. 

The rhymester who wrote that ‘‘ horrors 
pile on horrors’ head” was referring, we be- 
lieve, to an unpleasant legend concerning the 
nature of hell, but if he had been prophesying 
about the recent news from Bremen he could 
not have better hit the nail upon the head. 
Such a fiendish scheme as that revealed by 
the investigation into the dynamite explo- 
sion on the wharf at Bremerhaven has 
searcely ever been heard of before. One of 
the crimes which damns Nero's name to 
everlasting infamy is his attempt to have a 
ship containing a dozen people sunk in deep 
water, but Tuomas, to whom Negro was no- 
body, deliberately planned an explosion on 
mid-ocean which would have sent the 
steamer Mosel, with every soul on board, 
reeling down to sure destruction. The idea 
that a man of this century should be capa 
ble of planning such a frightful scheme is 
simply terrible. 

The story of the crime is still in some re- 
spects incomplete, but all the main points 
are known. Wriitiam Kina Tuomas, the 
wholesale murderer, was a native of Brook- 
lyn, N. ¥Y. He married at New Orleans and 
lived in Virginia during the War, when he 
made a fortune by blockade-running. Upon 
the collapse of the Confederacy he fled to 
Germany, where he has since lived under the 
assumed name of Tuomassen. Having lost 
his ill-gotten gains by “speculation; he laid 
the plan which has cost the world nearly 100 
lives already and which may lead other mis- 
creants to similar blood-curdling crimes here- 
after. He hadan explosive machine made. 
It consisted of a barrel divided into 
two paris, one filled with dynamite, 
the other occupied by clock-work so 
arranged that at the end of eight 
or ten days the deadly dynamite would be ex- 
ploded by asudden blow. He intended to 
have this shipped at Bremen upon the 
Deutschland, which he was to leave himself 
at Southampton. At the latter port, a num- 
ber of cases of rubbish, insured as very costly 
goods, were to be placed on board. Then 
the Deutschland was to steam westward on 
the broad Atlantic, crowded with passengers, 
laden with hopes. The conspirators—for 
Tuomas has confessed that he had accom- 
plices in New York—expected that when the 
vessel was out of sight of land, out of reach 
of all help, there would be a shock like that 
of an earthquake, a roar like that of a whirl- 
wind, a column of flame like that 
of a volcanic eruption. The steamer 
would be blown into infinit@simal fragments. 
Passengers: and crew would be hurled in- 
stantly into eternity. Days and weeks would 
wear wearily on without news of the missing 
vessel, and, while hundreds of families were 
settling down into the dull agony of hopeless 
grief, the parties to this hellish plot would 
collect the fictitious insurance, the blood- 
money of their guilt, and so repair their 
shattered fortunes. The infernal machine 
wes not ready when the Deutschland sailed, 
and the latter therefore escaped this Charyb- 
dis to strike upon the Scylla of the ‘‘ Kentish 
Knodk.” The Mosel was the ne 
the same line. By some piece 
tune,—comparatively good, po 
since it cost 100 lives,—the® 
exploded on the wharf at Bre 
instead of in mid-ocean. Tomas, who wes 
already on the Mosel, was driven by a guilty 
conscience to attempt to commit suicide. 
He was promptly arrested and his wounds 
bandaged. He tore off the bandages only to 
have them replaced, but at last succeeded in 
killing himself as effectually as he had the 
murdered hundred. He died Thursday. He 
is beyond the reach of human justice, but 
perhaps his accomplices may be discovered. 
If so, the Scriptural law of an eye for an eye, 
etc., would be satisfied by tying them into a 
small schooner, above a case of dynamite, 
with clock-work attachment, towing the 
vessel out to sea, setting the machinery for 
an explosion in twenty-four hours, and then 
leaving the wretches to their own thoughts 
meantime. 

The plot may have been suggested by an 
attempt said to have been made, in 1856, to 
destroy the steamer Oriel, sailing from the 
same port of Bremerhaven. Two cases, 
heavily insured and purporting to contain 
silk, but really packed with combnstibles and 
with a clock-work apparatus for striking 
sparks, were shipped upon her She was 
stopped by a telegram from the last light- 
house on the coast. The mechanic employed 
by the conspirators had confessed the crime 
atthe last moment. The cases were taken 
back to Bremen, where they served as mute 
witnesses against the two persons, father and 
son, who were arrested. The former com- 
mitted suicide ; the latter is now in prison 
at Bremen under alife sentence; the me- 
chanic is said to live on Staten Island. 
Another hypothesis is that some novel— 


for instance, Rzapz’s ‘‘ Foul Play "—sug- 
gested the foul scheme, Stories of 
shrewd crime not infrequently have this ef- 
fect. A still more horrible idea is that this 
plan has been successfully tried before. May 
it not explain the mysterious disappearance 
of some of the missing steamers of the last 
few years? The dispatches say that Taomas 
had ordered twenty infernal machines from 
the mechanic who made the one designed to 
destroy the Mosel. Would he have done this 
if the plan had not been found to be a suc- 
cess? The theory is a startling one, but not 
untenable. In any event, the world is well 
rid of this dynamite devil.

diately under the pressure of the previous 
question, and resulted in 232 in favor and 
only 18 against. Of the latter, eleven were 
Southern carpet-baggers and four from 
South Carolina. There were two Michigan 
men (Brapiey and Huspe.z), Dentson from 
Vermont, MacDoveart from New York, Paz 
from California, Praisrep from Maine, and 
Werrtne from Illinois.

Mr. Sprrxerr will probably be severely 
disciplined for acting without the consent of 
the Democratic Star-Chamber in this matter. 
Without a third term to harp upon, the 
Democrats will be at a loss for material to 
make a campaign against the Republicans 
prior to the nomination of the Presidential 
candidates. Mr. Srrmvczer must expect to be 
held accountable for the fauz pas by which 
this Democratic weapon, which has done 
such good service in the past, has been at 
one blow broken and thrown away. It may 
have been Mr. Sprincer’s ingenuous nature, 
or it may have been suggested by

THE EXAMPLE OF FRANCE. 

An anonymous correspondent, ‘‘ Bergen,” 
asks for ‘“‘authorities” with regard to the 
contraction of the French currency. We 
can do no better than to refer him to 
the official report on the French Budget, 
made this year by M. Laon Say, the French 
Minister of Finance, and to the report of his 
predecessor, M. Bonet, and the report of F. 
O. Apams, of the British Legation at Paria, 
to his Government on French finances, to 
say nothing of hundreds of other anthorities. 
In truth, the question of authorities which 
‘*Bergen” tries to raise does not exist. 
All the authorities agree, because the 
facts are indisputable. The inflation 
in France consisted of an arrangement 
between the Government and the National 
Bank of France, under which the Bank was 
to loan and advance the Government $306,- 
000,000 at the nominal rate of 1 per cent in- 
terest. The Bank was allowed to extend its 
paper issues to the amount of this loan, and 
to suspend specie-payments. This was the 
inflation. The Government bound itself to 
repay the entire loan in seven annual install- 
ments, which were to retire equal amounts 
of the paper, which was to be burned. 
‘‘Bold” as this scheme of ‘ contaction” 
was, its operation has been bolder 
still. The legal resumption of specie- 
payments does not take place till 
1878, but at the opening of this year the 
Bank of France, with a boldness that even 
‘* Bergen ” ought to admire, placed itself on 
& specie basis, three years ahead of time, by 
throwing $60,000,000 of gold into circulation 
and withdrawing and destroying an equal 
amount of twenty-franc paper notes. Any 
person who chooses can now obtain gold for 
auy paper note he holds of the Bank of 
France. The policy of the Bank has been 
contraction from the start. When the silver 
five-franc pieces returned to France, the 
Bank, according to an official “ an- 
thority” in the Journal des Debates, used 
them to retire the five-frane notes. These 
legal-tender notes were burned.

The French Government did not 
commit the folly of the financiers on this 
side the Atlantic who have paid off hundreds 
of millions of the bonded debt not due, 
leaving unpaid the dishonored, overdue due- 
bill or serip debt. 


in France, specie-payments are to-day in prac- 
tical operation there. The history of French 
finance of to-day is only a continuation of that 
of the last generation, when Napo.szown I. exter- 
minated the old irredeerable paper money and 
made specie the permanent money of the 
people by forbidding the issue of notes in 
denominations of less than 100 francs. Specie 
poured into France and accumulated in every 
hamlet, and the infinence of this can be 
plainly seen in the marvelous recuperative 
powers of the country at this time. The 
Bank of France now holds over $310,000,000 
in gold, and is probably the strongest financial 
institution in the world. 

These are the results of a ‘‘ bold contrac- 
tion” of an inflated paper currency, which 
at the very moment of creating irredeemable 
paper circulation provided for its certain and 
speedy redemption. We cannot but think the 
‘‘authorities” we have given must compel 
‘* Bergen ” to acknowledge the accuracy of the 
terms in which we spoke of “The Finances 
of France,” and to admit that by contrast the 
manner in which the United States have dealt 
with their irredeemable paper money seems 
ignorant, weak, foolish, and pusillanimodus, 


THE BOSTON CITY ELECTION. 

The result of the municipal election in 
Boston a few days ago once more establishes 
the fact that when the respectable and sub- 
stantial citizens in our large communities de- 
termine to take the power into their hands 
and establish an honest administration of 
municipal government they can succeed. 
The regular City Republican Convention, 
through ward-packing, wire-pulling, and 
chicanery, nominated Mr. Boarspman for 
Mayor by a bare majority of one. As Mr. 
Boarpman represented some of the worst 
elements in the community, the respectable 
and decent element of the Republicans at 
once bolted and nominated Mr. Coss, who 
has been Mayor during the last two terms, 
’ and has administered the office in an honest. 
upright, and economical manner. When the 
regular Democratic Convention met, it took 
advantage of the belt to nominate Boarpman, 
the candidate of the roughs and scalawags, 
and thus the issue was squarely made be- 
tween the two classes—tax-payers and tax- 
eaters.: On the one hand, Mr. Cons rep- 
resented the best classes of @he commnu- 
nity. On the other, Boarpman repre- 
sented the worst elements. He had the 
Democratic organization, or the majority 
of it, at his back, and this following was aug- 
mented by the entire whisky interest of the 
city, the gamblers and the roughs, the com- 
munistie elements, the vicious classes, and all 
who were engaged in tax-eating and in spec- 
ulations upon public interests for private 
greed. Backed Uy the Democratic party as 
far as its members could be controlled, and 
the worst portion of the Republican party, 
and having the prestige of regular nomina- 
tion by the two regular Conventions, they 
went into the fight and were routed bya 
handsome plurality, Mr. Coss being elected 
for the third time, after taking the position 
against his personal wishes. The law-abid- 
ing citizens triumphed. The Boston Adver- 
tiser, commamenting upon the result, says : 

It is their triumph, and it was won in the name of 
order, honesty, integrity, economy, and a better system 
in the administration of our affairs. Rich men and 
men who rarely vote contributed to it; but much more 
was contributed by the acti.e basiners men of the 
city, men of moderate means, who cannot live without 
work, and who know that their work will be of little 
avail if they cannot have s Government resting upon 
conscience and character. Such a Government we 
have had for several years past, and such a Govern- 
ment, by God's grace, we intend to renew annually 
hereafter,—answering in that way the skeptics among 
us who have lest or are losing faith in the virtue of 
popular government. There is strength, and dignity, 
and power init when the people reaily rule, and they 
can rule when they will. 

The result in Boston not only shows that 
the respectable element can control-a majori- 
ty in that city sufficient to defeat the disrep- 
utable classes, but it also shows that it is only 
necessary for honest people in other large 
cities to work and vote and use their influ- 
ence in order to secure an honest administra- 
tion of the Government. The same result 
was shown in Brooklyn and Chicago last fall. 
In the latter city the lesson is evident. It 
emphasizes the duty of our citizens at the 
charter election next spring. They must not 
rest content with having partially defeated 
the County Ring. The same amount of work 
that they put forth last November ought to 
be put forth again next spring, and the City 
Ring will be beaten. Chicago can be re- 
deemed from the bummers, and gamblers, 
and thieves, and corruptionists, as Boston 
has, if the respectable citizens will do their 
duty.

HYDE PARK. 
POSSIBLE TROUSLE WITH ITS WATER-WORKS. 

A rumor bas been floating around lately that 
the Town of Hyde Park bad not made a very 
great bargain in accepting from John Fitch the 
gift of a lot or p.ece of land on which to erect 
its water-works, apd a repoiter was deta led yes- 
terday to act as atormey for the town 
in examiving its title. The result was 
not favoraole. It appears tbat on 
tbe ist cf January, 1870, John Fiteb 
gave to Mr. E. B. McCagg, Trustee, a trast 
deed for $15,000, and on the Ist of August of 
tae same year avother trust deed was given to 
the same Trustee to secure $10,000. the land 
cuvered by these trust deeds being the E. }¢ of 
the 8. E. 14 of Sec. 24, 38, 14, in Hyde Park. just 
south of tae park, and ruvning from Sixty- 
seventh ‘0 Seventy-fir.st streeis, east of Btooy 
Island eveuue, On the lh of Aug.st, 
1878, Fite) deeded to the Town of 
Hyde Park, with covenants of warranty. 
apiece of land 133 by 189.95 feet in the oorth 
half of this eames oO acres, for the purpose of 
baving it used asasite for the Wacer Works, 
tbé grantor reserving the rigat 10 use & water- 
main in bis bouse and grouods, which are im 
mediately norte of the Water-Works. A release 
of the soutm 2/ ecres of this 80-acre tract 
was made by Mr. MoUag¢g two years ago, 
but it was expressiy siipuiated tba 
the remaining 60 acres should still be subject to 
the hen of the two trust-ceeds. About ibree 
months ago tue whole 80 acres, except the tract 
given to the Town of Hyde Park and a piecs of 
similar size bought by the Town of Lake. 
immediately adjo.ving, for a similar purpose, 
was subdivided ander tae name of the South 
Shore Suoddivision. 

The trust deed for $15,000 was recorded 
in Book 88, page 188, of records, and 
the* other trast deed for $10.00) io Book 147, 
page 593. The warranty deed from Fitch to the 
Towa of Hyde Pack is recordedin Book 413, 
page 495, aud the deed tothe Town of Lake in 
Bok 846. page 261. This lot purchs.ei by the 
Towa of Lake was bougat so that io case there 
vthould be a disagreement between it and ths 
Town of [Ivde Park, Lake could build separate 
works aod yet use the same crib. 

Lest there might baye been a release of the 
trust deeds made and not recorded, a cail 
was made on Mr. McCgag and that gentleman 
stated that he had only mede one release, and 
that for part of the prem.ses. 

Mr, Paddock was next seen, who confirmed 
this statement, and also said that he was aware 
tnat his client, who loaned tbe money to Mr. 
Fitch, bad a lien on the Water-Works. But he 
did not appear to suffer any sorrow on that ac- 
count. Lastly, the attoruey for the Town 
of Hyde Park, Mr. Willett. was visited. He was 
totally iguorant of any such :ncaumbranoce on the 
town’s property, thankful for the information, 
and declared his intention to make an investiga- 
tuon. Mer. Jobo Fitch owns a fine residence, 
with 8 acres of land, north of the Water-Works 
and opposite the park. Between his piace gnd 
the park, Sixty-seventh street was laid out, but 
about the time the land was given to the iown, 
the town authorises voted to vacate Sixty-sev- 
eoth street, from Stony Island avenue east to 
Lake Michigav. Result, Mr. Fitch's residence, 
instead of fionting an unpaved, sandy sticet, 
looks cut on the pa: k. 

It will thus be seen that the trust-deeds 
cover the land given to Hyde Park, and soli 
to Lake, an though they have some 
time to ruo yet, a default in payment of the in- 
terest might make them due a: the election of 
the Trustee or the holder of the notes, and, oo 
a foreciosure, the rizhte of the two towns above 
nemed beine jun.or would be extinguished. 
The town authorities of Hyde Park seem to 
have gone on the p:in-iple asin to that expressed 
in the maxim, *“‘Never look a gift horse in the 
mouth,” but, as the Town of Lake paid $38,000 
for ite purchase, it seems strauge tnat ils au- 
thorities did not bave the title examiaed.

Thina of our additional burden, mothers ; 
You can a; pieciate bow great is this slight 
change. Now. alve burryiog, worrying on 
Can you not listen to us a few moments au 
then spare us Ove thought from your business 7? 
Fur the sade of those cniidiep, 60 deariy joved, 
you surely may give us one little instant of 
time—of tho. ght. Is pot sheto whose influence 
you would trust your bey, for his education, 
mentally, morally, pbysicaily, tive days oas of 
every seven—week after week, munth after 
month, vear after year—is she not worth the 
salary of your ascistant bookkeeper, or a clerk 
to **taik up” cioaks to -customers? Manav of 
these c.erks, of these bookkeepers, have little or 
no capital (even in bra.ns); their education re- 
qaired but a few years, some but afew months, 
tacir business calls for no mental culture or im- 
p ovemeot; but our studies sre never com- 
pieted, our education vever finished, though we 
bave been striv.ng, toillog, reacaing, for years. 
We would not complain of this; it is iodeed our 
greatest comfort and eucouragement; but, my 
Qear patrons—and you are all bumanitv--we 
cannot blind ourselves to the pocsbuilties of 
tbe future. 

Take a solitary instance: A young girl, by 
poor and hard-wurking parents, is kept to her 
studies (at tae cose of ‘ail luxuries aud may 
necessities) til able to pass the necessary exam- 
ination for a teacher. Sbe rejoices, with her 
p.rents, that she cao ooegin to walt alone, 
Slowly, but sarely, by close attention to her 
duty, and copetant study, she iocreases ber 
praeticai value to the city, and roaches the pin- 
uacie of salaries io Chicago, fur the mass,—for 
we cannot ail become Principals, or even fiod 
“;iizh School appointments!” She now re- 
ce.ves yearly $750. That sounds generous, and 
did sue receive it for laoor whose length, 
breadth, and depth couli be measured, we 
might well join in the chorus, *‘A good salary 
tor a woman”; but‘ she cannot practice thut 
rigid economy so pecessary tO max«e both ends 
meet, and to lay by a lite, also, for the ramy 
day that never fails to come. Doa't thro 
this aside, fathers, read ov, and ausser 
what your conscience dictates. She must 
Lve in a respectable neighborhood, she nus: 
diess ceatly,—-to a certain exreut stylishly, that 
her society sbali be of the b tter cass, 
for your daughters will notice and, uaconscivus- 
ly. imitate ber maovers, They muct be uvexce,- 
tiovable. She mast vot let ber information 
grow rusty; m other words, she must not be- 
come *‘ Old Fogyish”; itis not tae sciences or 
philosophy of the seventeenth or eighteeath 
centuries only with which von would bave your 
clild familias, but with the wor.d’s knowledge 
of to-day. Cousoqueutly she must study cou- 
stantly, and with our best tutors, who do not 
eow their accumulated wisdom to the four winds 
of heavev, into these choice fielis of know!l- 
edge there are admited but few dead-heads. 
She mast take the dailies, nor must sbe 
allow herself to become a stranger to our 
valuable monthiies, which must visit ber 
regularly; nor will an acquaimtance with 
a few excuse an ignorance of the genera! char- 
acter of many othe:s. She must prepare herveif 
for familar couversations with the pupiis 
ou the latest writicgs— rose or poetry—of our 
mauv noted autbors. Complete editions of ail 
standard works should find there way to her 
library, and with them must come dictionaries, 
eucyclopedias, aod a.l the newest reliable réfer- 
ence-booxs. She should have a verso.ial kuowl- 
edge of our great cities, of our Niagara, our Yo- 
semi.e, our Mammoth Cave, aud of the practi- 
cal working of our noted miuaing districts. She 
mast a:tend the popular lectares, and there 
rece.ve the benefit of the beet words of our best 
men. She should cuitivate heres.hetic tastes by 
frequent attendance at the *‘art-rooms,” and 
by listeniog to our gifted musicians. 

Have I misrepresented or overestimated that 
which a teacber should do? You would not 
Lave your children glean from school-life only a 
rough bund.e of uninteresting ungainly facts. 
That is not an education. Thatis not the need 
of Americans. Ip our public schools we should 
enlarge and expand the powers of every embryo 
citizen. Not the ugly stalk alope, must we 
thrust at toe child; bat show bim the five net- 
work of the useful root, the beautiful bud and 
flower, and at last the blessed frau. Teachers 
feel this; thev talk it among themselves; but 
their desires and efforts are bound, cramped, 
Lecause their worth to this Republic is, as yet, 
unrecognized. 

At the small sum of $8.50 per week, the cost 
of the average teacher's rent, board, and wash- 
ing amounts to #442 per year; at an equally low 
estimate, ber clothing, $150: allowing $10 for 
tbe montbly periodicais, $12 for a daily, and $10 
for lectures, she has $131 left for car-fares, 
charities, books, stadies, art-exhibitions, trips to 
the falls and mines, and the thousand and one 
little expenses that always come. 

How much cao we accumolate for that day 
when sickness says, ** You have overworked and 
must pay the pevalty”? Who, then, will pay 
our long doctor's bill? When old age creeps iu, 
and younger, quicker, bet.er workers take our 
places, woo will take care of the cluidish oid 
motber or fatber that spent his little store to 
educate his girl, and still continued to help ber 
along, until one day the tables were turned, aod 
the helpers found themselves the helped? And, 
when the Reaper comes to gather us bome, who 
will even then semember, **She died for us, iu 
destitutivno!” Is the bire worthy the iabocer ? 
Wai e we wiilstrive to more faitbfaily perform our 
duties each year, will you not—our patrons— 
encourage us with the hope that at some not 
far-distant day the *‘ assistants” shall be abie 
to provide for that ‘‘long, long weary day” that 
cometh before the final rest. Ong or Us.
